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FRESNO NOW FEARS FLOOD 


FLOODS HAMPER 
HUNT FOR PLANE 
MISSING IN WEST 


Believed Craft With Lincoln 


Man Aboard Down in 


Big Creek Area. 


FRESNO, Calif. (UP). Flood 
waters gushed into the city, bring- 
ing a new obstacle to the search 
for a Transcontinental and West- 
ern Airways liner missing since 
Tuesday night with nine persons 
aboard including Victor Krause of 
Lincoln. A score of airplanes, as- 
sembled for the search, were quar- 
tered at the airport here and a 
break In a flooded canal five miles 
north threatened to inundate moat 
of the city. 
Rains and snowstorms In the 
mountainous area 60 miles north- 
east of here, where the plane was 
last reported, have hindered the 
search for four days. 
Weather 
conditions indicated 
that there would be little or no 
flying Saturday. 
Ground parties, traveling on skis 
or snowshoes, were able to make 
lithe progress in the mountains, 
altho it sad been established by 
persons who heard the motors of 
an airplane Tuesday night, that 
the air liner had gone down some- 
where wttfcin a 30-mile radius of 
a powerhouse at Big Creek, in the 
Sierras. 
There was from five to eight 
feet of snow on the mountains. 
There were flat areas where Pilot 
John Graves might have brought 
the plane down safely, and TWA 
officials still held hopes that all 
might be alive. The only hope was 
that they had landed safely and 
found food and shelter at some 
isolated mountain cabin. 


It was the supposition that the 
plane had landed or crashed within 
ten minutes of the time Mrs. Clay- 
ton Landry saw it' on Big creek 
and that it would be not more 
than 30 miles away. Several other 
ranchers confirmed Mrs. Landry's 
report. The area is heavily tim- 
bered, and there . i» five feet of 
•now about the powerhouse. 
There were 13 planes in tha air 
Friday, searching the area.

as Much Equipment as

State Engineer Tilley announced

To qualify for recognition as an 
official inspection station, Tilley 
declared a municipally owned o 
operated station must have brak 
and other testing equipment cap 
able of approving all legal size' 
vehicles. 
TiUey stated this ruling wa

which is granted municipal m 
spection stations within the mu 
nicipalities and becomes neces 
sary in order to provide facilltte 
for the inspection of all types o 
vehicles.

BROTHERHOOD AVERS 


RULING WITHIN LAW 


)ropping Married Women 


From Jobs No Restraint 


of Marriage. 


In a brief filed With the supreme 
ourt Saturday attorneys for the 
ocal organization at Omaha of the 
irotherhood of Railway 
Clerks 
ontended that a contract made 
with the Union Pacific by which 
ingle female employes / must quit 
heir jobs within 30 days after 
hey marry is within the law. They 
ay that being1 entered into during 
a severe and prolonged period ol 
business depression it did not con- 
stitute an unreasonable restraint 
if marriage. The attorneys say 
that the suit does not involve the 
right of a married' woman's con- 
stitutional right to earn a living 
but does involve the question of 
the right of collective bargaining 
md the sanctity of contracts en 
ered Into thereunder. 
The Douglas district court de- 
nied Agnes G. E. Brisbin an in- 
unction against the local lodge 
£rs. Brisbin was a member of the 
company union of clerks, which 
was later succeeded by the brother- 
hood aa $he collective bargaining 
agent of the clerks. Both organ- 
izations had contracts calling for 
the discharge of single women who 
married. The plaintiff was secretly 
married in 1933 three months be 
'ore the company union ceased to 
function, but continued at her 
work until three years later, when 
the fact became known. Complain' 
was made by the brotherhood ane 
she was discharged. 
Brotherhood attorneys say tha 
:helr organization was formed un 
der the railway labor act of 1926 
and that it has legal authority tc 
make contracts with the Union 
Pacific railroad and that these a: 
winding upcfti all employes. It con 
;ends that after having acceptec 
;he benefits accruing under con 
;racts made with the company, sh 
cannot be heard to deny the au 
thority of the brotherhood to rep 
resent her or the binding charac 
:er of the contract when occasion 
arises to enforce it against her.

WASHINGTON.—This Is a tale 


of tragedy. It Is the story of the 
death of an ideal. 
It covers not 


the loss of money or 
material 
things, but the evaporation of a 
lofty 
purpose—the 
theory that 
government, in some things at 
[east, could be non-political, and 
non-bureaucratic, impersonal and 
high-minded, and not selfish or 
scheming. 
The revelation comes not from 
the mouths of the political dema- 
gogs nor from the confessions of 
the partisans. 
It comes from a 
man, Dr. Arthur E. Morgan, chair- 
man of the Tennessee Valley au- 
thority, who thought that govern- 
ment could be decent and honest 
because he himself was decent and 
honest, who thought government 
could be unselfish and conscien- 
tious because he himself was un- 
selfish and conscientious. 
The tragedy is no less easy to 
bear because Senator Norris, rad- 
ical of radicals, liberal of liberals, 
was the father or the TVA and 
fought with might and main to 
keep the new agency free from the 
spoils system and the sordid ma- 
chinations of the politicians.

His state- 
ment comes just after a special 
commission had refused to enter- 
tain the claims of a U. S. senator 
for hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars of compensation for marble 
resources in and around TVA. 
That there has been division in 


the board of directors of the TVA 
for several months is well known 
to the public, just as is thr. fact 
that Dr. Morgan has been crying 
alone in the wilderness for con- 
gress to'take a good look at the 
TVA. 
His exact words in his open 
appeal this week to congress for 
an inquiry are worth, quoting: 
"To a steadily increasing degree, 
I have contended with an attitude 
of conspiracy, secretiveness and 
bureaucratic manipulation which 
has made the proper and effective 
conduct of TVA business increas- 
ingly difficult. 
"During this period, the public 
has been steadily and I believe 
purposely led to believe that the 
difficulties within the TVA have 
been due primarily to differences 
as to power policy, or to just an- 
other 'family quarrel.' 
"The real difficulty has been the 
effort to secure honesty, openness, 
decency, and fairness in govern- 
ment."

who is Dr. Morgan? He is

He has for years been president of 
Antioch college of Ohio. He has

above all he is an idealist, almost 
a purist in his belief that demo-

honest and decent.

here is no clear history of injury 
iut only of inflammation—syno- 
itis or arthritis—long ago, or per- 
mps, such trouble of long stand- 
ng, which has caused 
enlarge- 


ment, thickening or hypertrophy of 
ynovial fringes in the joint (edges 
jf the lining membrane which is a 
closed sac containing a few drops 
>f synovial fluid or serum 
tha 
lerves as a natural lubricant), and 
hese thickened 
synovial fringes 
move about and occasionally be 
come pinched. 
When the knee locks, in some 


nstances it is possible for the pa 
.lent himself (or less often herself 
;o get it unlocked by prompt man 
pulation with the aid of the hands 
ar better with the aid of anothe 
jerson pulling on the leg.

nstances it becomes necessary tc 
anesthetize the 
patient—ideall;

A simple yet efficient suppoi 


for deranged knee: 
With knee flexed 15 degrees ap 
ply a layer of 3 inched knitte 
clastic (not rubber) bandage fro" 
4 y. inches below to 4 V-j inchi 
above the knee cap, with moderat 
traction. Then place two pieces < 
sponge rubber M of an inch thicl 
8 inches long, 2Vj inches wide o 
either side of knee cap, with sma 
crescent cut out of each piece o 
rubber to fit the sides of the kne 
cap, and fix these elastic splint 
in place by bandaging them i 
with the rest of the bandage.

HEREDITY PLAYS an impor- 


tant part In the transmission of 
certain diseases. But, let me point 
out, because some member of your 
family has cancer you need not 
think you must have it. If one or 
both parents died at an early age, 
there is no reason to assume that 
the offspring will be deprived of a 
long span of life. 
The accumulation of statistical 


data has always been of great in- 
terest to the medical profession. By 
the study of such material certain 
popular beliefs have been proven 
false, while others have been con- 
firmed, 
unfortunately, 
a great 


deal cf this information has been 
wrongly applied. 


Many persons believe they will 


be carried away by a given disease 
merely because one of their parents 
or grandparents had it. This is an 
unnecessary 
mental 
burden 
to 


carry. 
The fact is, a good many per- 


sons have deprived themselves of 
needed medical attention because 
they feared they might find them- 
selves victims of hereditary disease. 
This foolish practice has led to a 
great deal of unnecessary suffer- 
ing. 
Indeed, serious complications 


have 
occurred 
which 
otherwise 


would have been prevented. 


Can't Be Ignored 


Of course, I do not mean to im- 


ply that heredity and hereditary 
disease must be ignored. 
But we 


must be sensible about these things. 
If a certain disease has existed in 
your family for many generations, 
it is well that you be familiar with 
this fact. But this does not meajv 
that you are doomed and medical 
consultation is useless. 
Bear in 


mind that many of the disturb- 
ances to which our forefathers suc- 
cumbed were little understood and 
often erroneously diagnosed. 


It is a well known fact that per- 


sons who are afflicted with certain 
chronic disorders and who take the 
necessary precautionary measures, 
often outlive those who have rarely 
been ill. The healthy individual 
fears nothing and as a result of his 
confidence too frequently indulges 
In strenuous, exhausting and de- 
bilitating practices. 
He subjects 


his body to unnecessary stress and 
strain and ultimately suffers the 
penalty of his folly.

Honey Rolls 


The simplest meals take on added 


style and importance when dainty 
rolls are served. Hot or cold honey 
rolls are delightful. You will need 
:wo cakes compressed yeast, one- 
half cup water, one-third cup milk, 
:wo-thirds cup shortening, 
two 


eggs, two-thirds cup honey, one cup 
warm mashed potatoes, one table- 
spoern salt and six and one-half to 
seven cups flour. Dissolve yeast in 
warm water. Scald milk and add 
shortening, honey, mashed potato 
and salt. 
Blend well. 
Cool this 


mixture in lukewarm place and 
then add well-beaten eggs. Add 
enough flour to make a soft dough 
that will not stick. Knead for 10 
minutes, then place in a tightly- 
covered bowl and store in refrigera- 
tor until needed. 
To prevent a 


crust forming on top of the dough, 
brush it lightly with melted fat. 
To make hot cloverleaf honey rolls; 
add three balls of dough about the 
size of a walnut to the cups of a 
muffin pan. Allow to rise until 
light and double in bulk. Bake in 
425 F. oven for 10 to 15 minutes 


Orange Ice Cream 


Orange ice cream cake is a noble 


dessert that's sure to become popu- 
lar. Half cup sweetened condensec 
milk, one-half cup orange juice, one 
teaspoon grated orange peel, one 
egg white, one tablespoon sugar 
one cup whipping cream, two ta 
blcspoons chocolate sprinkle 01 
"shot", and 24 vanilla wafers wil 
yield some six servings.

milk, orange juice and grated or 
ange rind and blend well.

Fold in beaten egg whites to which 
one tablespoon sugar has been 
added.

Place In freezing 
tray of automatic refrigerator an 
turn control to coldest until mix 
ture is about half set. Remove from 
freezer and stir until smooth. Lin 
an eight-inch bread pan or a nar 
row freezing tray with waxed pa 
per, add a layer of the ice cream 
shot and add a layer of wafers 
sprinkle with a little chocolate 
alternating in this way until the ic 
cream is used. Finish with a layc 
of wafers.
